The Western apple section reports the

Spring Lake, N. J., Sept. 15—The 
house of governors sprang a new idea 
In American polit!' a. 
It voted 25 to I to send a com mittee 


o f three to appeul to the suprem e 
court of the United States to check 
‘•tho 
autocracy 
or 
inferior 
fed ral 
courts.” 
With Judson Harmon, of Ohio, as 
chairm an, and H erbert S. Hadley, of 
Missouri, and C hester H. Aldich, ut 
N ebraska, as the other members, the 
com m ittee will protest to th** supreme 
court that federal judges have un war­ 
rant od I y forbidden states to regul rte 
railroad rates within their boundaries. 
It will argue that federal courts tiavo 
unconstitutional!' limited the powers 
of Blate legislatures. 
The pretext for the appeal will be 
the decision of Justice Sanborn, of 
the United States circuit court of ap 
peals, enjoining the railroad commis­ 
sion of Minnesota I rom regulating in­ 
te rstate rates on the ground that such 
regulation could mn be enforced and 
would deprive the roads of proi>er re­ 
muneration and would interfere with 
Interstate commerce 
Hut the governors fake the broader 
view that unless the suprem e court 
by Its Anal decisions respects state 
rights the states win soon become 
m ere federal provinces. 
Oovcrnor Harmon, of Ohio, was one 
of Ave governors who convinced the 
conference thgt the time had come for 
the states to call on the supreme court 
for help. The others who were e*;»e 
d a lly 
prominent In bringing 
about 
this ai tion were 
Stubbs, of Kansas; 
Hadley, of Missouri; O'Neal, of Ala­ 
bama. and Aldrin h. of Nebraska. 
Harmon and O'Neal ate Democrats; 
Stubbs and Aldrich are Republican^. 


Denounced Federal Courts. 
T h e naming of the com m ittee came 
at the end of a session rem arkable for 
denunciation of the 
federal 
courts. 
Heretofore since the conference began 
the house of governors limited itself 
to mild discussions of economic ques­ 
tions and an interchange of opinions 
on the best way for governors to gov­ 
ern 
All of a sudden the tem per of the 
conference changed. 
Hadley, of Mis­ 
souri, let go with sharp citic is m of 
Justice Sanborn, of the court of ap­ 
peals, and Aldrich, of Nebraska, fol­ 
lowed with a furious attack on S an­ 
born and an accusation that federal 
Judges were autocrats who had to be 
cu rled 
Kltchln. of North Carolin;', protested 
mildly that the hour# of govern1 rs 
h a j 
no 
license to tell tho suprem e 
court what it ought to do. (Hlchrist, of 
Florida, wanted to know lf the confer­ 
ence supposed th a f ihe suprem e court 
would “let Itself be bulldozed by three 
lawyers, even if those lawyer*, were 
Governors Harmon, Hadley and 
Al 
drlch “ Milt they were swept back by 
a wave of enthusiasm The thing was 
settled in thirty minutes. Just before 
the governors docked to a pink tea af 
a country h o u s e 
Kltchln. of North 
Carolina, alone voted no 
T he com m ittee's procedure, as an 
nounced tty Governor Aldrich, will be 
to go before the suprem e court in their 
capacity as governors and plead that 
the inferior f»*clc*ral courts are m»»d 
riling dangerously. They will ask the 
suprem e court to upset Justice San­ 
born's decision in the Minnesota rate 
cases now l*»fore the suprem e court 
on appeal, and will be prepared, so 
Governor Aldrich says, to lay ftefore 
Chief Justice W hite and the associate 
Justices evidence that Justice Sanlrorn 
decided the case against a preponder- 
ing weight of expert opinion and con­ 
clusions. 
The 
com m ittee hoped, he 
said, to get a reversal in the Minne 
iota cases, hut its chief aim was to im­
